NO NEW STEPS IN THE EAST ST. 
LOUIS CHURCH WAR. 


BISHOP KOZLOWSKI’S OFFER. 


No Direct. Receipt of It Reported, but 
if It Is Received, It Will Not 
Be Accepted. 


The members of St. Patrick's parish In 
East St. Louis insist that they have re- 
celved no direct communication 
Bishop Anthony Kozlowski of Chicago on 
the subject of excommunication nor on any 
other topic. 

The parishioners do not consider the 
reported offer of absolution by Bishop Koz- 
lowski. They hold that they are not ex- 
communicated as yet and that the offer of 
the Chicago bishop is premature, to 84yY 
the least. 

“We are still members of St. Patricks 
parish in good stanaing, and will not ac- 
cept Bishop Kozlowski’s proffer of an Irish 
pastor either, because that would be im- 
proper—we are not in his diocese if he has 
oné,”’ said one of the rebels. “We consider 
that we are éven better Roman Cathoilcs 
to-day than ever and that eventually we 
will be victorious in our efforts to secure 
a priest of our own nationality from the 
proper source.”’ 

By some, the reputed offer is considered a 
trick on the part of Bishop Janssen’s ad- 
herents to weaken the Irish cause. 

It is rumored that members of the five 
St. Patrick’s parishes in the diocese are 
considering a plan to co-operate in every 
way in opposing the action of Bishop Jans- 
sen in his alleged attempt to force Father 
Cluse onto the Bast St. Louis parish. It 
is also reported that there is a threatened 
revolt among the parishioners of St. Mary's 
Church in East St. Louis, in sympathy with 
St. Patrick’s ‘‘rebels.’’ St. Mary’s parish is 
composed almost wholiy of Irish-American 
churchmen, in charge of Father Harkins 
who has a German assistant, Father Enge'!. 

The fact that Father Engel is a German 
is alleged not to be the sole cause of the 
threatened revolt in that parish, 
too, ts one of the most prosperous in the 
diocese. 

A strong guard is still on duty night and 
day at St. Patrick's. 

The parishioners treat the report of the 
construction of another church in the par- 
ish derisively. They contend that. such a 
movement would die of inanition. 

So far as can be ascertained the parish- 
loners are almost a unit in the determina- 
tion to carry the controversy to Rome. 

“The appeal of the parishioners, sent to 
Mgr. Martinelli, May 13. is a supersedeas 
against any action of Bishop Janssen un- 
til we get a decision in the case from the 
papal delegate,”’ the parishioners say.

. HUMANITY IN PORTO RICO. 


It is hardly eurprising that we were so warmly welcomed 
by the Porto Hhicans, considering the remarkable condition of 
public sentiment in that island, as evidenced by the protest 
against capital punishment in the case of an American mur- 
derer. 

It appears that for ten years Porto Rico has had hardly a 
single case of capital punishment. The people are opposed to 
it, froni motives of humanity. They take the position that it 
is as much a crime for the State tu take life as for an indl- 


vidual, no matter what the motive. 


This is somewhat surprising, as these people have been nur- 
tured in the bull-fighting, brutalizing Spanish atmosphere. 
The «explanation probably. is that enough aboriginal *blood 
survives in the Porto Ricans to change radically the Spanish 
infusion. The original inhubitants of the West Indian Islands 
were so childlike and kindly that they offered practically no 
opposition to Spanish invaders. Most of the islanders were 
exterminated, but it is evident that in Porto Rico, at least, 
their spirit has conquered the conquerors.

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BENJAMIN HARRISON NOT A JINGO. 


Ex-President Harrison, who is in Paris as counsel before the 
Venezucian Arbitration Commission tells the French people 
that America will not meddle in European politics. 

“The United States have no desire for war or conquest,” 
says Mr. Harrison. “Their attitude is limited outside their 
own boundaries to the safeguarding of liberty; at héme the 
country is devoted to the various pursuits of labor and the de- 
velopment of commerce. There is for Europe, then, no Ameri- 
can question nor American menace.” 

In Mr. Harrison's belief there is no colonial question. “Ideas 
on colonization have been attributed to us that are not ours,” 
he says. “If such plans could find a place in the minds of our 
Statesinen they would of necessity be modified by geographical 
conditions, both physical and political, of the continents and 
islands to be conquered. No, the United States do not dream 
of taking for themselves islands that from their positions could 
not be considered as prolongations of the American Continent. 
Our relations with the world should remain peaceful; America 
Wishes to grow by the expansion of her commerce, by export- 
ing her products, and not by force of arms.” Finally, while 
acknowledging that we have undertaken responsibilities in the 
Philippines, “our true position is to guarantee the liberties of 
people, but not to dictate their laws.” 

Mr. Harrison is clearly not in sympathy with the McKin- 
ley notion of Duty and Destiny. These expressions are tem- 
perate, dignified and patriotic. They are strictly in keeping 
with the American tradition, and repeat the doctrine of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Monroe and Lincoln. The syndicate poll- 
Ucians who are trying to feist imperialism upon the countrv 
might do well to pause in their scheming long enough to study 

the ex-President's views. Mr. Harrison is neither dead nor 


asleep, but is a man of weight in the country and an influence 
in his party.

On his return from a tour of Western and Northern cities, 
including St. Louis, Charles A. Hartwell of New Orleans told 
his neighbors what he saw abroad. Among other pleasant 
remarks about St. Louis he said: 

In St.-Louls they sprinkle the streets regularly and 
Jiberally and there is no dust flying about. This ie done 
by means of a special sprinkling tax, which is very small, 
but the general benefit derived by the city more than 
compensates for the expenditure. 

Mr. Hartwell’s information that “in St. Louis they sprinkle 
the st.ccts regularly and there is no dust flying about,” will 
astonish St. Louisans. They will rub their eyes and wonder 
if the itying dust fs an illusion and if the sprinkling cart does 
regularly make its rounds without their knowing it. 

But Mr. Hartwell probably obtained hig information about 
St. Lovis sprinkling in the City Hall. On paper we hawe a 
beautiful sprinkling system. ‘The sprinkling tax is collected 
and disbursed. Contracts for sprinkling the streets from 
two to four times a day are on record. @here is a small army 
of sprinkling superintendents and insp¢ctors, But the con- 
tractors don’t keep their contracts, the carts don’t run, the 
superintendents don’t superintend, the inspectors don’t in- 
speci. The dust fies and the morfey disappears. 

Theoretically St. Louis is admirably sprinkled; practically, 
we are beautifully swindled. Both the dust in the streets 
and the “dust” in the treasury fly. ‘

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TRUSTS DESTROYING OPPORTUNITY. 

The Keef Trust has, it is said, taken a step in New York, to 
cOmpel the retail butchers to do business on what is prac- 
tically a cash basis. The retailers must settle promptly every 
Monday morning, or be retused meat for the coming week. 

This is a very unusual and far-reaching nrovement. Credits 
in the meat business are not, of course, so easy as in lines 
of trade dealing with less perishable articles. But as it is 
quite usual for paying’ customers to settle with the retail 
butcher once a month, it is evVident that the trust’s dictum 
amounts to a revolution in trade methods, to which the small 
retailer will find it almost impossible to adapt himself. 

The movement will either result in driving the small dealers 
out\ot business, or it may be the intention of the trust, as 


the retail business itself. 

In either event, the proposed change will very greatly limit 
opportunity. It will make it impossible for the man with a 
small capital to makea start in the meat business,

CHIEF JUSTICE CHAMBERS ON 
CONDITIONS IN THE ISLANDS. 


WHY MALIETOA WAS KING. 


He Had More Titles Than Mataafa, 
but Why They Should Count, 
Judge Chambers Says Not. 


The Hon. W. L. Chambers, Chief Justice 
of the Samoan Islands, with his family, 
are the guests of his brother, John B. 
Chambers, at 4319 (Morgan street. Mr. 
Chambers will remain in the city a few 
days and then go to Washington, where he 
ig to meet the commission composed of rep- 
resentatives of the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany. 

The office which Judge Chambers fills is 


the highest in authority in the islands. His 
is the court of last resort and any disposi- 
tion to ignore his mandates n eans activity 
on the war vessel that is continually in the 
harbor. The late trouble in Samoa, when 
American and English blue-jackets were 
Killed in suppressing a rebellion, was oc- 
casioned by one litigant defying the order 
of the Chief Justice. 

Mr. Chambers is an Alabama man and 
was sent to Samoa by President Cleveland 
to act for the United States in settling 
land disputes between natives and foreign- 
ers, wherein his impartiality made him 
very popular with all nations. When the 
United States, Great Britain and Germany 
decided on having a Chief Justice America 
suggested Mr. Chambers. England was 
Willing and Germany insisted on his ap- 
pointment, The office was made necessary 
by the disputes among the other courts. 
Kach nation had a court and there were 
native courts, but no one tribunal was su- 
preme. 

(hief Justice Chambers and his associates 
now hear native and foreign cases. The 
sympathies of the other judges are usually 
with their countrymen in litigation, so that 
is devolves upon Judge Chambers to ad- 
minister final justice. 


The late outbreak on the island was 
caused by the Chief Justice naming Ma- 
lietoa King. When the old monarch died 


two aspirants claimed the throne, 'Malietoa 
and Mataafa, The Chief Justice had to 
decide which was to wear the crown. 
Neither had the advantage in birth, but 
Judge Chambers found that Malietoa had 
more “titles’’ than (Mataafa, so declared 
him the lawful King. Titles are necessary 
qualifications for Samoan Kings, but when 
Judge Chambers was asked to explain their 
significance he threy up his hands in des- 
pair. 

“You might as well ask me to give you 
a history of all the traditions and customs 
of the Samoans for a century,’ he said. 

Judge Chambers denies in strong terms 
the report that the German member of the 
commission called for his resignation. 

“Our relations were most pleasant,” he 
said, “and I hope to renew them when we 
meet in Washington next week.’”’ 

It is understood that the Chief Justice 
will not, however, return:‘to Samoa. He 
for a home again in the United 
States, and will probably practice law in 
the South. 


NEW WATER RATE COLLECTION 


Payments May Be Made at 150 Sub- 
stations for Five Cents Extra. 
Theodore Hemmelmann, Assessor and 
Collector of Water Rates, on Sept. 1 will 
begin a new system 
rates. Under this new system consumers 


of water will pay for it as gas is paid for. 
An arrangement will be made with 10 drug 
stores, by which they will receive pay- 
ments, the extra cost being 6 cents, which 
goes to the express company which deliv- 
ers the cash to the city. : 
This system is In use in Chicago. It will 
cost the city $60 additional] for postage, but 
it will save consumers a great deal in time 
and money. 

Another innovation is in the form of no- 
tices that will be sent out. There will be 
two kinds of notices, one giving the eched- 
ule rate and the other the meter rate. By 
this means the consumer will learn just 
how much water he is using. The new 
meter blank will give the present reading, 
the last reading, the cubic feet of water 
used, the price per 100 cubic feet, the 
amount paid in: advance, the balance due 
on last license, if any, and meter repairs, if 
any. and the grand total. Attached to the 
notice will be a coupon, with the name of 
the consumer, number of district and the 
Same itemized statement as above. The 
consumer will take the new notice to the 
nearest drug store or to any one of the 150 
places designated on the back of the notice. 
He will pay his bill and 6 cents to the ex- 
tery company and receive a coupon re- 
celpt.

MISSING YOUNG WOMAN’S 
BROTHERS GREATLY ALARMED. 


ANOTHER POLICE MYSTERY. 


Miss Sarah Kountezman Left Her 
Home in South St. Louis Last 
Monday Morning. 


‘(Another mysterious disappearance must 
be added to the long list that Is hung up 
in the St. Louis Police Headquarters. For 
four days Sarah Kountzeman has been ab- 


sent from her home, 7322 South Sixth street, 


which she left quietly about 10:30 o'clock 
Not a word has been 


heard of or from her, and no reason why 
to absent herself 
She is simply gone. 

Miss Kountzeman is 22 years old, good 
looking and pleasant. She has been an 
enthusiastic turner, and her measurements 


registered with the South St. Louis 6ociety 
show her to be five feet two inches high 
and to weigh 146 pounds, When she left 
she wore a shirt waist and skirt and took 
no clothes with her. She did presumably 
take $300 of her money, which amount she 
usually had with her and which was not 
found in her home. She also wore her 
watch, rings and earrings. 

The young woman lived. since her 
mother’s death, two years ago, with her 
brothers. Clement was married four years 
before, and his two brothers, Godfrey and 
Paul, and their sister took the upper floor 
of Clement's house, at 7322 South Sixth 
street. They say they have lived happily. 

According to a neighbor, Miss Kountze- 
man left the house Monday morning, going 
toward Rroadway. When her brothers re- 
turned from work in the. evening, they 
found the ‘house open, but Mrs. Clement 
Kountzeman had not seen her sister-in- 
law go out. The boys thought she was 
calling on a Mrs. Sneipf, 1634 Helen street. 
but she said she had not seen the girl for 
three weeks. Then the idea that sehe was 
with a friend on the North Side presented 
itself, but the police proved this belief un- 
founded. Now, the only theory is that she 
has been foully dealt with—for suicide is 
laughed at Every one declares that she 
had no cause to end her life, that she had 
no known love affair, few men friends and 
a happy home 

The murder idea is supported by several 
facts. One of these is that she took no 
change of clothing with her. Nor did she 
take nearly $2300 which belonged to one of 
her brothers, and the hiding place of which 
she knew. She did not even ciose the house, 
but left the windows of her home open, 
and pastry, half prepared for the oven, on 
the kitchen table.
